This small amount was accounted 
for in< five fires over the 12 months 
in which property valued at $566,000 
was involved. 

The firemen received 101 fire 
calls, 97 of which were within the 
village and district and the remain- 
ing four in aid of other depart- 
ments.

inside the village limits. 

In the district outside Antioch 
there were a total of 85 calls, 55 of 
which were for grass fires. Of the 30 
calls for property protection, there 
was a total loss of $33,594 on prop- 
erty valued at $246,000. 

The main loss in the district was 
that of barns on the Glenn Traer 
farm south of Rte. 173 on Rte. 45.

Cai Brumley in The Wall Street Journal,.". . . a greedy 
Angus steer munches all day, turning about 25 
pounds of grain, six pounds of hay and 20 gallons 
of water into about three pounds of fat and flesh. 
This v fall the black steer, appropriately named 
'Scrappy', will wear his coat of fat like a suit of- 
armor to Chicago.- There Scrappy will be a novelty, 
the first Florida steer judged good enough to com- 
pete in the International Livestock Exposition, a 
sho wplace for the, nation's ibeef cattle and the World 
Series .of fat steer competition." 

This, as Mr. Brumley points out, is symbolic of 
the Southern cattle industry. For years the South 
has been the fastest growing cow country in. the ' 
nation — its cattle numbers jumped over 110 per cent 
from 1949 to 1956, more than double the national 
increase. However, there is a problem-— Southern 
cattle are often of poorer quality than the Western 
stock and so have brought substantially lower prices. 
But now, to quote Mr. Brumley again, . "Southern 
cattlemen . ... are hastening to catch' up with high 
standards Western cattlemen have set during the 
past 100 years." Chicago-bound Scrappy is a prime 
examsple. 

There is another significance to the story. All 
over the country, livestock raisers have long been 
knowni as people of independence and initiative.. 
They've experienced many ups and downs, and 
they've been used to taking their own chances and 
solving their own problems. They have never, for ' 
instance, looked for government hand-outs even 
when times were very^ bad. The Southern pro- 
ducers are demonstrating the same kind of attitude.

Preventive medicine, tlhe posi- 
tive approach to good health, yet 
rnany parents through, lack of In- 
Mrniation, carelessness* or .personal 
foibles fail to give their children 
*h e protection" of immunization, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society observes 
in Health Talk. ? ' 

Good health through immuniza- 
tion can be attained. . Today, such 
diseases as diphtheria, smallpox, 
typhoid fever, whooping cough, and 
scarlet fever have been greatly re- 
duced In severity or almost eradicat- 
ed And the next few years will 
leil the story of the protection 
against poliomyelitis. 

Immunizations and 'inoculations 
against disease have become a by- 
word in every household. Why, 
then, do some, parents fail to give 
their cihldren triis protection? The 
diseases are still with us, since their 
causative bacteria are always lurS 
ing about, waiting for the oppor- 
tunity to settle and breed. 

Smallpox, for example, is a ser- 
ious disease and highly contagious. 
There is no known specific treat- 
ment, for smallpox,, but vaccination 
will prevent" it. Because the lenpt.h 
of protection afforded iby a small- 
pox vaccination is "not* known, a re- 
valuation eveiry five to seven 
years is recommended. Because this 
practice is 'not consistently carried 
out, sporadic cases of the disease 
appear occasionally. 

Diphtheria is another serious com- 
municable disease that can be pre- 
vented through inoculation. Infants' 
should be given- toxoid injections 
during the first, year bf life and 
periodic "booster" inoculations later. 

Whooping cough can still tak~e the 
Jives of infants. Immunization should 
(be. started, within the first few 
months of life. This infection- too 
should be, followed by subsequent 
"booster" shots. Your physician has 
another protective device^ against 
whooping cough. Should the disease 
develop, hyper-immune blood plas- 
ma or serum can be administered, 
which creates a' "passive immunity." 
If given early in the course of the 
disease, or soon after* exposure 
the illness of the ( victim may be 
modified. This is only a temporary 
protection, however. 

Tetanus, or lock-jaw as it is 
more commonly called, is another 
disease for which there is almost 
foolproof protection. The germs of 
tetanus are found in the soil al- 
most everywhere,, and children 
especially are therefore exposed. 
Minor cuts, burns v and scratches 
should be viewed with suspicion. 
Let your physician decide the need 
for protection against tetanus. 

Recently, a tremendous program 
against poliomyelitis was carried 
out.- In this immunization, three 
inoculations are recommended, al- 
though considerable protection is 
afforded with two. This vaccination 
program, thus far, is aimed to pre- 
vent the paralytic type of poliomye- 
litis, not infection; The next few 
years will unfold; the story of its 
progress. Meanwhile research con- 
tinues to, thwart the disease. 

These are a few of the conditions 
that can be controlled through im- 
munization. Today's children are 
the adult .population of tomorrow. 
Your contribution toward promot- 
ing a healthier nation can be 
achieved by giving your child pro- 
tection against disease through im- 
munization.

OFFICE OF ANTIOCH TOWNSHIP 

TAX COLLECTOR 



A REPORT TO THE TAXPAYERS: 
FOR THE TOWNSHIP OF ANTIOCH: 

Those persons paying real estate and personal property taxes in the 
township of Antioch under the present tax collection system should be in- 
formed about some of the facts before they make any decision on how to 
vote November 6, 1956, at the general election, at which time, amiong/tne 
ballots to be voted on, will be one important ballot affecting township, tax 
collectors and taxpayers financially. 

The ballotVill be found among other issues to be voted and heads in 
part, "Shall the office of township collector be discontinued in Lake County/' 
and if the referendum passes, the payment of taxes in the future ; will be 
made to the county treasurer's office at Waukegan. 

Tax collectors were placed in their respective townships back in-1945, 
and each year the business of collecting taxes by township collectors has 
improved to the point that the general public has accepted the system as 
the best method in Lake County to satisfy their faith in home rule of keeping 
their tax money at home where they can keep an eye on same. 

The Illinois statute provides that a tax collector shall receive a fee or 
commission in the amount of 2% on the total amount of taxes collected at 
any one period in his office, and the statute was amended July 19, 1945, 
allowing a 3% commission to the county collector or treasurer of the county, 
he in turn to deduct expenses for the collection of taxes In his office and to 
turn over to the county fund the amount left in excess after expenses had 
been allowed. None of this excess commission is allocated to any townships 
in the county. 

Under this same statute collectors are allowed 2% of the total amount 
of taxes collected, the salary of the collectors is set at $1500.00 plus an 
allowance of expenses for the collection of taxes. The excess of the amount 
collected is turned over to the township supervisor, he in turn may divide 
it between the general township fund and the poor fund, in either case it 
provides replenishing these funds to the extent of not having to make extra 
appropriations each year in order to provide extra taxes for the purpose of 
township maintainance.

Boating Victims 
Mostly Young, 
Non-Swimmers 

NEW YORK— Most. of tho. 1,200 
victims who each year lose their ' 
lives in accidents involving; small 
boats are 'in 1 the 20-24 age group. 

A study of death claim records 
among Insurance policyholders re- 
veal that'nearly three out of every 
Ave, Insured persons who were 
drowned were fishing; one-quarter 
of the'"'vlctl*rm were cruising, row- 
ing or canoeing for pleasure; one-, 
tenth were duck hunting, and an 
almost equal proportion were play- 
ing on rafts— these were practi- 
cally all bo^s under 15. 

Circumstances ,surroundlng the 
deaths in this study make up a list 
of safety violations to be avoided 
by small boat users; 

Small boats turned over when 
occupants stood up or shifted posi- 
tions in the croft. 

Overloading was responsible 'for 
a number of deaths. 

Others lost their life because of 
dangerous practices such as speed- 
ing, sharp turning, and horseplay 
near dams or falls. 

A number of the persons drowned 
couid^not swim; in some»Jnstances. 
they were alone or with fellow pas- 
sengers who also were' nonswlm- 
mers. 

Physical weakness or Impair- 
ment was a contributing' factor in 
some deaths. 

Sudden squalls, severe winds, 
and treacherous currents added to 
the toll. 

Motor-driven crafts, very largely 
outboards, were listed in three- 
fifths of small-boat drowning cases; 
rowboats, in' one-fifth, canoes and 
rafts In virtually all the "others. 
Sailboats, despite the popularity of 
sailing, appeared in the records of 
only two death claims. » ■'. 



Why Math Proves 
Unpopular Course 

DAVIS, Calif.— One reason why 
teen-agers dislike" mathematics 
has been uncovered by two Univer-. 
sity of California, Davis staff mem- 
bers. 

Parents' dislike for the subject 
is reflected by their children, ac- 
cording to their findings. 

A survey of some 400 entering 
freshmen In mathematics. courses, 
at Davis showed that most of the 
students who like the subject come 
from homes where either or both 
of the parents also like math and 
encouraged the students to do good 
work in it in grade school and high 

sphool. 

The students who disliked math 
also largely reflected their parents' 
attitude toward the subject. But. 
this dislike was not because the 
students couldn't do the work, 

, Students in both groups have 
"B" averages In' high school (one 
of the requirements for admission 
to the University); they also 
scored about the same on a stand- 
ard college entrance examination. 
The purpose of the study was to 
determine why so many students 
steer clear of mathematics, the 
basic course for engineering, chem- 
istry, physics and teaching. ,,

Early Victory 
Seldom Noted 

NEW YORK— Over 180 years ago 
tired and battered, Continental 
Army suddenly found itself lor four 
hours of Immortal glory. Turning 
from wild retreat up 'Manhattan 
Island, the Americans 'lashed out 
and rolled back several, crack Brit- 
ish and Hessian battalions. 

This obscure^clasb is sometimes 
lost on even astute historians. The 
mrm-on-thc-strect usually takes on 
a blank stare to the inquiry: "What 
was this country's first victory as 
a nation?" 

The answer Ilea on New York's 
upper west side'. On the site that 
Is now occupied by Columbia Uni- 
versity, the. previously dispirited 
troops of Washington, reeling from 
bitter defeats on Long. Island, 
Brooklyn and lower Manhattan, 
abruptly turned on their British 
pursuers and flung them back from 
what is now 130th Street .to 105th ', 
Street. Thus was forged the first 
victory of arms of' a nation then 
barely two months, old. Known, 'as. 
the "Battle of Harlem Heights," It 
took place September 16, 1776. 

Today, this forgotten, battle site 
which was. then mainly a rolling 
buckwheat field is covered with the. 
stately redatone buildings of the 
202-year-old! Columbia. : When' the

A blue ballot will propose the 
change of the constitution as it re- 
lates to taxation, giving the legis- 
lature power to revise the law.

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EDITORIAL 

Five special referendum ballots will be presented to the voters 
at the general elections, Tuesday, November 6. They cover a variety 
of subjects and include a referendum to Amend the Constitution) of 
the State, the "Blue Ballot; A referendum to allow modernization of 
state banking laws, and three county referendums. The county re- 
ferendums deal with continuation of the County Tuberculosis .tax; 
setting up of a new County Health Department and a referendum 
to abolish the office of Town Tax Collector. 

Of these, the move to abolish the local office of Town Tax Col- 
lector is demanding the greatest attention of local taxpayers, who 
see in the move a grab by the (Lake County Board of Supervisors. If 
the referendum is passed it will mean the loss of about $6,000.00 an- 
nually to the Township of Antioch alone. This will necessitate - an 
increase in your tax bill each year to make up the loss. 

' In addition to the loss of excess money which is turned over 
to the Town General Fund, and The Town Poor Fund, the move 
would cost EVERY TAXING BODY, including schools, villages, 
libraries, fire prevention districts, etc. one percent of their annual 
income. This/would be reflected in higher taxes immediately. 

Claims of great savings to be made in efficiency of one place 
collection have been made by ♦proponents, but the FACTS RE- 
MAIN .... If passed the measure would (funnel about ONE-HALF 
MILLION DOLLARS ANNUALLY into the hands of the. Lake 
County Board of Supervisors to do with as they may wish — This 
money would not be "Ear-marked" for any special purpose. 

We freely admit that Lake County government needs more 
money to provide more services and improve those already ini ef- 
fect, but we oppose the methods being tried to gain those; funds., If 
Lake County needs more income,. why not give the taxpayers the 
facts of the case and let them decide? 

A special report of John L. Horan, Antioch Township Tax 
Collector appears on page 3 of this issue of the Antioch News, we 
urge that you read this report in order to get complete information 
on the entire operation of his office, . . . ■ 

We advise a NO vote on this referendum, and believe that once 
in possession of the facts that a majority of the voters will make the 
same choice, 

Illinois Banking Act: 

This act represents' the first change in Illinois Banking Laws 
since 1919, and proposes a . modernization in laws which will tend 
to end abuses of power by elected officials with power over banks. 
While much of, the act is. highly technical, one provision, which 
the Hodge scandal has . made doubly desirable, is that in • cases 
where the Auditor is required to take over a bank for purposes of 
reorganization or liquidation, his acts are subject to immediate 
and continued court supervision. ' 

The New Illinois 'Banking Act is not a Constitutional amend- 
ment and should not be confused with the Blue Ballot proposal. 
It is a change in the banking laws of the state which have already 
heen passed unanimously by the Legislature of the state and now 
requires only approval of a majority of those voting on the issue 
at the election to go into effect. 

We .believe that this new law is a needed improvement in the 
laws governing banks and others who have control over, banks and 
should have your support. 

Blue Ballot Amendment: 

This Amendment to the state constitution, if passed, will" grant 
-the Illinois Legislature powers which many believe to be too broad. 
It has been described as a "blank check" Insofar as taxation is con- 
cerned. If passed, the Amendment would allow the Legislature to 
change our present, methods of -classification of, property and to 
institute new forms of taxation. 

The Civic League Reporter, publication of the Lake County 
Civic League, had this to say about the Amendment: "In the final 
analysis, we believe that the way a person votes, on this issue will 
depend largely on the extent to which he feels the legislature will 
be responsive to his interest and desires. There are possibilities of 
great good and great harm in this Amendment." 

We believe that some change in the present, antiquated system 
of taxation is desirable, but oppose the Blue Ballot on the grounds 
that it is not sufficiently specific . . . Let's know exactly what 
powers we are granting the State Legislature BEFORE, we grant 
that power. 

Since' the Blue Ballot proposes a change in the Constitution of 
the State, two-thirds of the votes cast must be affirmative for adop- 
tion. Failure to vote has no effect on) the outcome .- . . failure to vote 
is NOT a vote against the measure. 

County T. B. Tax Referendum 

The. County Referendum to continue the T. B. Tax does not 
represent new taxation, it is simply a matter of asking 'the voters, 
of the county whether or not they wish to continue the work of 
stamping out Tuberculosis in Lake County. 

A Yes vote on this proposition means that you wish to continue 

the work for another ten years. We believe that the voters should 

provide this service for our County for at least another ten years. ' 

1 The Board responsible for levying taxes and carrying out the • 

program, which -includes operation of- the Lake County Sanitorium, 

has never levied the maximum rate of 75c per $1000 of assessed 

valuation, the average being about 56c. Tuberculosis is NOT stamped 

out completely in Lake county and until it is we recommend that 

the work be carried on. .: ■

Health Department: 

A proposal to set up a County Health Department will be 'sub- 
mitted on the county ballot. If passed, this measure would provide 
that a taxing body would ibe set up, with -power to levy a county- 
wide tax estimated to produce about $500,000.00 annually. 

We believe that this proposal should be defeated because we 
believe that such a county department would not provide the 
solution to our health problems. In addition, a study of such de- 
partments in other counties has shownrthat they are not generally 
effective, since the Illinois statute, covering such a body does not 
provide power of enforcement of regulations but only the power 
to recommend.

Like most navional forests,, Angeles 
sells some of its trees for lumber, and 
the money earned from the trees goes 
right back into the U.S. Treasury. 
Last year the Forest Service earned 82 
million dollars from its trees, spent 
50 million dollars on operations, and 
invested 24 million dollars in roads 
and other permanent improvements. 
Its forests are operated on a selective 
cutting basis— which means they grow 
as many board feet of timber evety 
year as they nft for marketing.

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Teacher Shortage 
Laid to Lack 
Of Facilities

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. — The 
current teacher shortage is due 
primarily to the dearth of facili- 
ties in teacher training Institutions 
rather than to lack of prospective 
education students. 

This is the opinion of Dr. R, H. 
Amalong, in charge of teacher 
placement at the Pennsylvania 
State University, who claims that 
hundreds of young men and women 
who want to become teachers can- 
not get into the teacher training 
institutions because of overcrowded 
conditions. 

r "I believe we could solve the 
problem- of teacher shortages in 
the next ten years if we expanded 
teacher training facilities immedi- 
ately," Dr. Amalong says. 

While higher salaries will do 
much to attract more persons to 
the teaching profession and to re- 
tain those already employed, they 
are not the only answer, he claims, 
citing the lack of adequate teacher 
training facilities and staff as the, 
crux of the problem. 

Pcnn State, Itself, has been 
forced to turn down a number of 
applicants to its College of Edu- 
cation because of lack of space, he 
points out. 

The teacher shortage probably 
will worsen as the demand already 
is far outstripping the available 
supply, Dr. Amalong predicts. His 
office, which serves not only Penn- 
sylvania, but the entire country, 
is receiving far more calls for 
teacher candidates this year than, 
ever before. 

Because they were the first to 
feel the pressure of the current 
population boom, the elementary 
schools in certain geographic areas 
are at present the most acute suf- 
ferers from the teacher shortage. 



Why Do Students 
Select Teaching? 

LOS ANGELES — What factors 
influence persons to become 
teachers? 

Dr. Clarence Fielstra, assistant 
dean, of the School of Education at 
UCLA recently surveyed 230 future 
teachers enrolled in an introduc- 
tory education course. 

He found that 50 per cent of the 
students had decided to become 
teachers while still in high school, 
Interestingly 18.2 per cent of the 
students had one or more parents 
who were teachers. 

The three most Important factors 
in influencing students to enter 
teaching, Dr. Fielstra found, were 
exposure to an inspirational 
teacher, encouragement from 
friends and relatives, and news- 
paper accounts of the teacher 
shortage. 

In ranking 14 opportunities In 
teaching, men put "to get as good 
a salary as I could probably earn" 
at the bottom of the list. The 
women rated it only twelfth.

Politics Also Problem 
In Days of Romans 

LOS ANGELES— Financing poll-' 
tical campaigns is a problem al- 
most as old as civilization, says a 
scholar of antiquity. 

- But, adds, Dr. Arthur Patch Me- 
lt in lay, 'professor emeritus of 
Latin, at the University of Call- 
fornia, we are fortunate that the 
Democrats and Republicans have 
sounder methods for soliciting 
campaign contributions than did 
the Romans. ' 

In those days, he points out, it 
was common practice for enter- 
prising five-percenters to pick out 
a likely young man and back him 
through a series of political offices, 
leading hopefully to the governor- 
ship of a province. 

Once the backer's protege be- 
came province governor, it was 
the established practice for him 
to reimburse the stock company 
for its expenses by looting resi- 
dents of the province with heavy 
taxation.

a Dixon truck operator's artis- 
tic efforts to avoid payment of a 
<447 half-year license lee cost him 
Jot only the license fee but an ad- 
ditional $189.20 in fines and court 
rost plus 14 days iiv ail, Secretary 
of State Charles F. Carpenticr said 
today. 

The trucker, Hugh O'Rorke, was 
stopped by State Police Sergeant 
William E. Spencer of Oregon and 
Officer Raymond R. Talbert of 
p lo because he was carrying only 
0Iie plate on his truck. 

It was then discovered by the 
wilice officers that O'Rorke had 
Ranged a "G" plate to an "N" plate 
by stomping out the "G" and paint- 
ing an "N". The job was so well 
done the substitution could be de- 
tected only by a close inspection of 
the plate. 

It was learned, too, that even the 
<1G" plate had not been issued to 
O'Rorke. He said he found it. 

The officers took O'Rorke before 
justice of the Peace Chester Lan- 
ders of Oregon and charged him 
■with altering license plates, carry- 
ing fictitious plates*, and not having 
a valid registration of the vehicle. 

On O'Rorke's plea of guilty, Judge 
Landers imposed, fines and court 
costs totalling $2E>9.20. which he 
declined to pay. He spent .14 days 
in jail instead, being credited with 
$5 a day, before deciding to pay 
the balance of $189.20. He also ap- 
plied for a valid set of <r N" plates, 
which cost him $447 more. Since he 
had purchased the truck in August, 
he qualified for the half-year fee. 
Otherwise it would have cost 'him 
$894.

Darting into the street, from between parked cars is a dan- 
gerous practice and the cause of many injury or fatal accidents 
each year. A motorist has little or no warning when a child 
suddenly looms in front of his car. In haste to get out of the 
approaching cold weather, don't take the deathly short-cut be- 
tween parked cars. Parents and teachers should warn youngsters 
of the danger of such practice. This is the message contained in 
the Chicago Motor Club's monthly safety poster, which has been 
distributed to more than 44,000 elementary school classrooms 
throughout the Motor Club's Illinois and Indiana territory. 



Heating Equipment Due 
For Annual Inspection 



Heaters which bring warmth to 
your household this winter may also 
bring death. 

This warning comes from the In- 
stitute for Safer Living. Hundreds 
die from fires every year in the 
United States. Many of these deaths 
are the direct result of faulty heat- 
ing equipment. 

Have you checked your heater 
this year? If not, a cry of alarm in 



the night or a loud explosion may 
be the result of your failure to make 
a timely discovery of defective 
equipment. 

Portable kerosene stoves used in 

many congested city areas and some 

rural communities are especially 

dangerous, the Institute cautions. 

Many are moved from place to 

place in a household even while 

burning. On chilly nights they are 

pulled close to the bed often ignit- 

in<g blankets and bedclothes. A 
child stumbling to the bathroom at 
night may knock it over spreading 




flames throughout the house. Fre- 
quent filling also presents a fire 
hazard when the burner overflows 
and floors are saturated. 

If you find it necessary to use 
this type of burner the Institute ad- 
vises it should be checked for holes 
or weak spots where punctures can 
easily occur. Rusting and corrosion 
are also factors to be considered In 
checking the equipment. 

Oil space heaters and kitchen 
range burners can also be hazard- 
ous. Here again you have the dif- 
ficulty of frequent refilling. But 
you should also check to make sure 
burners are leveled, you have pro- 
per draft, and the tank is correctly 
positioned. 



If you use a portable heater as a 
makeshift clothes dryer you may 
have more than damp socks to worry 
about in the morning, the Institute 
warns. 

In power burners, the biggest 
cause of fires is delayed ignition. 
With oil pouring into the burner an 
explosion can occur anytime. At 
the start of each heating season 
your burrver should be checked by 
a licensed burncrman to make cer- 
tain that the heating system is in 
proper working order. 

A big cause of fires in heating 
equipment is the "do it yourself" 
burner installation mam The insti- 
tute warns only an expert knows 
I the proper clearances for various 



heaters and keeps in mind the close- 
ness of combustible materials. 

"Bottled Gas" such as propane 
and butane can be dangerous if 
your tank springs a leak. Heavier 
than air, the gas could settle under 
your house — just ripe for an ex- 
plosion. 

The Institute points out there is 
no nation-wide requirement that 
heating equipment be checked for 
fire safety before being sold. Some 
have their products approved by 
reputable testing laboratories, but 
others just start manufacturing. 

Everyone likes to gather around 
a warm fire during the cold months, 
but not if the heat's coming from 
your burning house.

By following a few simple rules, 
you can give your new plumbing 
fixtures extra years of usefulness 
and beauty. 

Wash your kitchen and bathroom 
fixtures regularly with' soap and 
warm water. Many housewives have 
turned their shiny new fixtures dull 
within a short period by ignoring 
this simple advice. 

Just as many others, however, 
have cut thousands of tiny marks 
into china surfaces by using harsh 
abrasive cleaners. 

Never permit fruit or vegetables 
to drain on the surface of a fixture 
for any length of time. The acids 
from them may cause permanent 
stains. Grease, tea and coffee 
grounds also can cause hard to re-

tures. Letting pots, pans or silver- 
ware remain in the sink may cause 
rust spots. 

You're liable to; damage the 
enamel on your sink if you use it 
for chipping ice, chopping 'meat, 
slicing and shredding vegetables. 
Avoid dropping pots- and pans into 
the sink or sliding them across the 
enameled surface. 

Don't stand in a bathtub with your 
shoes on. Use a slide-proof bathmat 
to protect the tub's finish or take 
your shoes off. 

If you overpack a medicine cabi- 
net, containers may fall from it and 
break on a lavatory below, scratch- 
ing the enamel finish. 

Kitchen, laundry room or bath- 
room fixtures should not be used 
as receptacles for photographic de- 
veloping solutions because stains are 
almost certain to result. 

When a faucet starts dripping, 
have jt repaired immediately or 
hard-water mineral deposits may 
appear on the basin. 

Never Ignore a stain which ap- 
pears. 

If soap and warm water fail to 
remove it, try making a simple 
cleaning solution. Shave half-a-bar 
of naptha-based laundry soap into 
a quart of warm water. Add- two 
tablespoons of common, kerosene.

Should this fail to work, rub a 
mild abrasive cleanser lightly a- 
gainst the stain with a course cloth.

Never use any cleanser with an

Acids will etch the sur- 
face of the fixture and bleaches will 
dull the gloss. With their use, sub- 
sequent Cleaning becomes more dif- 
ficult and your fixtures are sub- 
ject to a deeper staining.
